IS HELD UNLAWFUL 


* U. S. Supreme Court Holds Acquisition 


of Southern Pacific Stock by Union 


Pacific Unlawful Merger.

Washington, Dec. 2.—The supreme 


court today in an opinion announced 
by Justice 
Day held that the Union 


Pacific railway company by the acqui- 
sition of stock in the Southern Pacific 
lad 'effected a' combination in violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law! 


In accounting the opinion, Justice 


Day 'said: 
"This court reaches the 


decision that the Union Pacific and 
Southern"Facinc'systeriv- prior to the 
stock purchase, were competitors en- 
gaged in interstate commerce acting 
independently as to a large amount 
of such' qarrying trade and that since 
tlie acquisition ot the stock in ques- 
tion, .the dominating power 
of. the' 


Union Pacific has suppressed compe- 
tition between the systems and has 
effected a combination in restraint of 
interstate commerce within the prohi- 
bitions of the act. 


"In order to enforce the statute the 


court is required to forbid the doing 
in the future, of acts like those which 
are found to have been done in viola- 
tion thereof, and to enter a decree 
which will effectually 
dissolve the 


combination found to exist in viola- 
tion of the statute."

ing remedial financial legislation, but 
seems rather to have been planning 
an investigation as if for indictment 
and in such purposes is blocked 
those who have offended against hon- 
est and imparital rules of business and 
bf government .officials who deem the 
personal privileges of banks, so sacred 
that their business shall not be in- 
quired into even for the benefit . ot 
the public welfare. 


The resolution argues that while the 


committee may not have the power to 
obtain certain information, it should 
proceed immediately to secure 
"all 


the practical information 
and data 


that may reasonably be had in relation 
to the influence exercised 
by 
the 


money trust in the control 
of the 


banks and of the, money and credits 
as the same enters into commerce 
business and speculation with reason- 
able promptness report to the house 
from time to time.''

point. This is strikingly illustrated in. 
railroad reports, which present rela- 
tively poor net returns, considering 
the heavy gains in gross. Upon one 
6T bur large systems the ratio of op- 
erating expenses to gross earnings 
had risen from 66.50 per cent in 1910 
to '71.54 per cent in 1912. A number 
of roads show similar results. 
For 


this reason the concessions granted 
to the engineers by the Arbitration 
Board, though smaller than at one 
time feared, are particularly signifi- 
cant. 
They are sure to be followed 


by corresponding demands from fire- 
men and other classes of railroad 
help; so that the final demands upon 
the payroll of the railroads is an un- 
known quantity and may be serious 
in amount. In the case of the rail- 
roads the situation is aggrevated by 
their 
imperative requirements 
for 


new capital and the higher rates of 
interest which they will be compelled 
to pay, thus materially increasing 
their fixed charges. For instance, the 
New Haven road had to pay practi- 
cally" 6 per cent for $40,000,000 one 
year to renew $30,000,000 4 per cent 
notes,, an increase of $800,000 in in- 
terest charges. 


"Like conditions prevail in .many 


other lines, of industry owing to the 
constantly growing demands of labor 
for feigner wages and the many other 
increases in the cost of transacting 
business. 


"Only a fewvdays ago one of the 


oldest fine goods cotton mills in New 
England showed a loss in operation 
during the year for the first time in 
its, history, a result .caused entirely 
by the concessions to labor. While 
this was an extreme case, it is sig- 
nificant of the trend of events. Thir- 
ty-six Fall River mills paid only 4 
per cent this year, against 5 per cent 
last year and nearly 7 per cent in 
1910. 
It is not to be assumed that 


the country is not prosperous. On 
the contrary, not a few large indus- 
trial concerns' are still making very 
handsome profits, but the situation in- 
this respect is decidedly spotty, and

The gigantic locks 
which will raise or lower the largest steamers in the world are practically 
complete. When filled up, the main sections of the Canal will rise M3 feet 
above the sea level. To raise the great ocean steamers a series of three 
locks will be used, and since a ship 1,000 feet in length can he handled, the 
construction obviously must be on a gigantic scale. A remarkable photo- 
graph is .reproduced herewith, showing the three levels of the great Gatun 
locks. Eacli of these locks is 1,000 feet in length and no feet in width.. •
